The expansion of trade noted for earlier months con- 
tinued in March. The increase in exports of United 
Kingdom goods for January and February, together, 
compared with a year earlier, was 8 per cent.; for 
March the increase was 2 per cent. In respect of im- 
ports, the corresponding increases were 19 and 10 per 
cent., respectively. The smaller increase recorded for 
March than for the two previous months may be asso- 
ciated with the incidence of the Easter holiday, which 
last year fell wholly in April, whereas this year Good 
Friday was on March 30. 


Imports during March were valued at £62-0 million, 
being £4°6 million more than in February and £5-6 
million more than a year ago. Compared with Feb- 
ruary, imports of food, drink and tobacco increased by 
£3-1 million (12 per cent.), all the groups in this class, 
with the exception of feeding-stuffs for animals, show- 
ing an increase in value, while imports of articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured were greater by £1°6 
million (12 per cent.), the increase affecting all but 
three of the twenty groups in this class. The value of 
these imports last month (£148 million) was higher 
than in any month since February, 1932. Imports of 
raw materials were about the same in value as in 
February, substantial decreases in respect of raw cotton 
and wool being offset by increases in most of the 
remaining groups. Compared with a year ago, imports 
of food, drink and tobacco declined by £526,000 (2 per 
cent.), there being increases in respect of fresh fruit 
and vegetables, beverages, etc., and tobacco, but 
decreases in respect of grain and flour, living animals 
for food, meat, and dairy produce; imports of raw 
materials and of manufactured articles, on the other 
hand, were higher by £4-1 million (29 per cent.) and 
£20 million (16 per cent.), respectively. Ali the four- 
teen groups of raw materials and articles mainly un- 
manufactured showed increases, which were substantial 
in most cases, those recorded for wood and timber, 
cotton, and rubber being between £600,000 and 
£700,000. Fifteen of the twenty groups of articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured showed increases, of 
which the largest (£754,000) was in respect of non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures. In this connection 
it may be noted that, as mentioned below, exports last 
month of this group of manufactured goods were 
£442,000 greater in value than a year ago. Other 
croups showing substantial increases in the value of 
imports were iron and steel (£283,000), chemicals, 
drugs, ete. (£254,000), and machinery (£206,000), 
while a decrease in excess of £200,000 was recorded 
only for the manufactured oils group (£422,000), due 
mainly to smaller imports of motor spirit. 


The value of United Kingdom goods exported last 
month amounted to £33°1 million, being £0-5 million 
more than in March, 1933, and £3-0 million more than 
in February. The increase compared with a year ago 
applied to each of the three main classes of merchan- 
dise, but compared with February it was almost 
entirely in manufactured articles. Exports of this class 
increased by just under £3-0 million, the only impor- 
tant group not sharing in the increase being the 
vehicles group. The value of the exports of raw 
materials was substantially unchanged, a decline of 
£369,000 (14 per cent.) in respect of coal being offset 
by increases in the case of the remaining principal 
groups in this class, while exports of food, drink and 
tobacco declined by £221,000 (9 per cent.). In com- 
parison with March, 1933, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco increased by £94,000 (4 per cent.), due largely 
to exports of spirits to the United States, which were

£206,000 more than a year ago, but nearly £377,000 
less than in February. Exports of raw materials were 
greater in value by £212,000 (5 per cent.) than in 
March, 1933, increases being recorded for all but two 
of the groups comprised in this class. ‘The value of the 
coal exported declined by £354,000 (13 per cent.), and 
there was a decrease of £85,000 in respect of the un- 
manufactured oils group, while there was again a 
substantial increase (£415,000) in the value of the 
exports of raw and waste wool, etc. Exports of articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured were £212,000 (1 per 
cent.) more than a year ago, sixteen of the twenty 
groups showing increases, of which the largest were in 
respect of woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures (£448,000) and non-ferrous metals and manufac- 
tures (£442,000). Very substantial declines were re- 
corded for two important groups—vehicles (£988,000) 
and cotton yarns and manufactures (£747,000)—the 
former reduction being due to the export in March, 
1933, of a steam vessel valued at more than 
£1 million. 


I'he value of the exports of imported merchandise 
last month (£5-6 million) was higher than in any 
month since June, 1931, being £1-6 million more than 
in March, 1933, and £421,000 greater than in 
February, while the value of the goods _ tran- 
shipped under bond was slightly less than in Feb- 
ruary, but somewhat more than a year ago. 
There was a marked increase compared either with 
February or with March, 1933, in the value of re- 
exports of food, drink and tobacco, while re-exports 
of raw materials were valued at £1-4 million more than 
a year ago. ‘lhe increase in respect of food was due to 
larger re-exports of tea at enhanced prices; of the in- 
crease in respect of raw materials, about one-half was 
in re-exports of wool and one quarter in re-exports of 
undressed hides and skins, principally fur skins to the 
United States. 

The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
again showed an increase compared with a year ago, 
the excess increasing from £19°8 million to £23-3 
million for March and from £56°8 million to £74-2 
inillion for the first quarter of the year. 


Movements of bullion and specie, though less than in 
February, were again very heavy, imports amounting 
to £47-2 million and exports to £28:3 million. The 
inward balance for the month was thus £18°9 million, 
while for the first quarter it amounted to £72-3 million. 


The additional information now available from the 
Accounts relating to Trade and Navigation enables the 
approximate value in each month of our aggregate trade 
with British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained.

The tonnage of coal exported in the first quarter of 
this year was 899,000 tons (9 per cent.) less than in 
the fourth quarter of 1933 and somewhat less than in 
the first quarter of last year, the decline in the value 
of the exports compared with a year ago being nearly 
3 per cent. Exports last month (2,943,000 tons) were 
416,000 tons less than in February and 353,000 tons 
less than in March, 1933. The average value of the 
coal exported during March was 15s. 7d. per ton, being 
the lowest figure recorded in recent years and com- 
paring with 15s. 10d. in February and 16s. 1d. a year 
ago. The quantity of coal shipped as bunkers on 
vessels engaged in the foreign trade and on fishing 
vessels in the first quarter of 1934 was slightly greater 
than in the corresponding period of 1933, but was 
seasonally less than in the last quarter of 1933. 


In comparison with the first quarter of 1933 there 
were substantial decreases (as indicated) in the quan- 
tities exported to France (207,000 tons, or 9 per cent.), 
Italy (185,000 tons, or 10 per cent.), Belgium (112,000 
tons, or 27 per cent.), and the Irish Free State (81,000 
tons, or 23 per cent.), while among important markets 
showing smaller reductions may be mentioned Canada, 
Brazil, Uruguay and the Argentine. The largest in- 
creases were recorded for Germany (190,000 tons, or 
38 per cent.), Norway (109,000 tons, or 40 per cent.), 
Sweden (92,000 tons, or 37 per cent.), and Denmark 
(87,000 tons, or 15 per cent.). 


Imports of crude petroleum were about 14 per cent. 
more than in the first quarter and somewhat greater 
than in the fourth quarter of 1933, while retained im- 
ports of refined petroleum were about 7 per cent. more 
than in either of the earlier periods. Exports of 
petroleum refined in the United Kingdom were about 
25 per cent. more than in either of the earlier quarters, 
while the qeennay of fuel oil shipped as foreign bunkers 
was over 55 per cent. greater than a year earlier.

The quantity of iron and steel and manufactures 
imported was nearly 50 per cent. greater than in the 
first quarter of 1933 and 84 per cent. more than in the 
fourth quarter of last year, the increase in comparison 
with each of the earlier periods affecting all three 
classes of iron and steel. British exports of iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof were 9 per cent. greater 
than a year earlier, but 13 per cent. less than in the 
fourth quarter of 1933. The quantity of crude iron and 
steel exported during last quarter was 20 per cent. more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1933, but only 
about three-quarters of the exports in the fourth quarter 
of last year, while exports of rolling-mill products were 
about the same as in the previous quarter and 
one-third more than a year earlier. The aggregate 
tonnage of finished iron and steel goods exported was 
about the same as a year ago and 17 per cent. less than 
in the fourth quarter of last year, exports of galvanised 
sheets and of tinned plates being appreciably smaller 
than in either of the earlier periods, while the quantity 
of railway material exported, although somewhat less 
than in the previous quarter, was nearly 50 per cent. 
more than a year ago. 


India remained our largest market for iron and steel 
goods, taking 53,500 tons, or 9 per cent. more than 4 
year earlier, but the tonnage exported to the Union of

South Africa was nearly as great (49,600 tons), show- 
ing the very marked expansion of 20,800 tons. The 
expansion in exports to the Soviet Union, from 9,900 
tons to 29,800 tons, was almost as large, and there was 
also a very substantial increase, from 12,800 tons to 
96,200 tons, in exports to the Netherlands. Exports 
to Australia (33,400 tons) just exéeeded those in the 
first quarter of 1933. The only other markets to take 
over 20,000 tons in either period were the Argentine 
(22,600 tons), this being 4,800 tons less than a year 
earlier, and Japan (6,600 tons) showing a decline of 
19,100 tons.

The tonnage of machinery imported during last quarter 
was 5,000 tons (55 per cent.) more than in the first 
quarter of 1933 and 20 percent. greater than in the fourth 
quarter of last year. Exports of machinery were some- 
what smaller than in the previous quarter, increases in 
respect of most of the important classes enumerated 
in the above table being offset by a substantial decline 
in the case of sugar making and refining machinery. 
Compared with a year ago the aggregate exports in- 
creased by more than 14, (100 tons (2 3 percent.), substan- 
tial increases being recorded for textile machinery ; elec- 
trical machinery; prime movers, other than electrical; 
boilers, ete.; cranes, hoists, etc.; paper-making 
machinery; mining machinery; and sewing machines 
and parts. Of the principal markets exports to which 
in the first quarter of either this year or last amounted 
to 2,000 tons, increases were recorded in all cases 
except the Soviet Union, for which there was a decline 
from 5,800 tons to 800 tons. The increase in exports 
of machinery to India was from 15,500 to 17,400 tons, 
to the Union of South Africa from 6,600 to 8,700 tons, 
to Egypt from 1,100 to 4,100 tons, to Australia from 
2,100 to 8,300 tons, to China and Hong Kong from 
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2,300 to 8,200 tons, and to France from 2,100 to 2,900 


tons. 

The number of new private motor cars imported 
was nearly 50 per cent. more than in either of the 
earlier periods, but remained small relatively to British 
exports. The number of motor cars and chassis ex- 
ported last quarter (17,106) was higher than the pre- 
vious record total of 15,641 in the: fourth quarter of 
1933 and exceeded the exports in the first quarter of 
last year by 18 per cent. Compared with a year ago 
there was a substantial increase in the exports of 
private motor cars to New Zealand, the Irish Free 
State, Union of South Africa, and British Malaya, 
while exports of chassis to Australia again showed a 
very substantial increase. Exports of motor cycles 
were somewhat less in number than a year ago, but 
appreciably greater than in the fourth quarter of 1933. 
The number of pedal cycles exported was 27 per cent. 
more than in the first quarter of 1933, while the value 
of the exports of parts and accessories of cycles (except 
ball bearings) increased by £71,000 (22 per cent.). 
There was also a substantial increase (40 per cent.) in 
the number of pneumatic outer covers for cycles ex- 
ported last quarter in comparison with the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1933. Exports of locomotives remained 
at a low level and the tonnage of new ships and boats, 
other than war vessels, exported was less than in either

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Retained imports of raw cotton last quarter were 
about 17 per cent. greater than in the first quarter of 
1933. The average value of the imports in March was 
the same as in February (65d. per lb.), as compared 
with 5-7d. in March, 1933. According to statistics pub- 
lished by the Liverpool Cotton Association, deliveries 
of raw cotton to mills aggregated about 358 million lbs. 
last quarter, as compared with 352 million lbs. in the 
previous quarter and 339 million |bs. in the first quarter 
of 1933; deliveries during last quarter exceeded those 
in any quarter since the fourth of 1929, with the excep- 
tion of the last quarter of 1931, when they amounted 
to 364 million lbs. 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
quarter reached a record figure of 250-2 million lbs., 
being 8 per cent. more than a year earlier. The average 
value of the imports has risen throughout the last two 
quarters from 9-1d. per lb. in September, 1933, to 
12:3d. per lb. in March; in March, 1933, it was 8-2d. 
per lb. 


As regards other textile raw materials, imports of 
alpaca, mohair, etc., were 10 per cent. less than in the 
first quarter of last year, while imports of raw silk, silk 
cocoons, waste, etc., flax and tow, and hemp and tow 
were substantially greater than in that quarter, and 
retained imports of raw jute also showed a considerable 
increase compared with a year ago. 


Imports of silk piece-goods, both pure and mixed, 
and of cotton and linen piece-goods were each appre- 
ciably greater than in the first quarter of 1933, and in 
the case of pure silk and of linen goods there was also a 
considerable increase as compared with the fourth 
quarter of last year. On the other hand, the quantity 
of woollen tissues and of artificial silk piece-goods im- 
ported was somewhat less than a year ago, and the 
latter also showed a considerable decline as compared 
with the previous quarter. 


Exports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool, though some- 
what less than in the third and fourth quarters of last 
year, exceeded those in any other quarter during the 
last six years. The quantity of wool tops and of 
woollen and worsted yarns exported was appreciably 
greater than a year earlier, while exports of jute yarns 
showed a considerable reduction in comparison with 
both the first and the fourth quarter of 1933. 


The aggregate exports of cotton piece-goods, although 
7 per cent. greater than in the fourth quarter of 1933, 
were 85 million square yards (14 per cent.) less than in 
the first quarter of that year. The change in com- 
parison with each of the earlier periods applied to all 
classes of piece-goods, but the decline as compared 
with a year ago was most marked in the case of 
bleached goods. The following table shows some of 
the principal export markets for cotton piece-goods :—

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Kixports to India last quarter were substantially 
greater than in any of the three preceding quarters, 
although 17 per cent. below those in the first quarter 
of 1933, when, however, they were higher than in any 
other quarter of 1931, 1932 or 1933. Iixports to the 
Union of South Africa, Norway, Sweden and Denmark, 
Switzerland and Canada were greater last quarter than 
in the corresponding quarter of 1933, the largest in. 
crease being recorded for Canada, while the markets 
showing the heaviest declines in comparison with a 
year ago were China and Hong Kong, British and 
French West Africa, and Egypt. Exports to seven of 
the markets specified in the table, in addition to India, 
were as great as or greater than in the fourth quarter 
of last year; of the remainder, British and French 
West Africa showed the largest decline (36 per cent.),

IKixports of woollen and worsted tissues last quarter 
were greater than in any quarter since the third of 
1930. Of the eleven markets shown separately in the 
above table only China and Hong Kong, Japan and 
India took smaller quantities than a year ago, 
while the two last-named countries alone showed 3 
decline as compared with the fourth quarter of last 
year. In the case of Canada and the Irish Free State 
the increase in comparison with each of the earlier 
periods was substantial. 

Artificial silk piece-goods exported last quarter were 
slightly less than a year earlier and appreciably less 
than in the previous quarter, while exports of linen 
and of jute piece-goods were greater than in the first 
quarter of 1933, the latter showing, however, a con- 
siderable reduction as compared with the fourth 
quarter of last year.

Imports of sixteen of the twenty-two raw materials 
shown in the above table were greater last quarter 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1933. The relative 
increase was very substantial in many cases, notably 
copper ore, regulus, etc., dry 


unrefined coconut oil, 
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hides, rubber, iron ore, hard wood, and soya beans. 
Imports of these seven commodities were also larger 
than in the fourth quarter of 1933, as were imports of 
five of the remaining items. The most important 
decrease compared with a year ago was in respect of 
palm kernels. All the semi-manufactured articles 
specified in the table were imported in greater quan- 
tities than a year ago, imports of crude zine being 
nearly doubled. Lead and zine also showed an increase 
compared with the preceding quarter.

Aggregate imports of grain and flour during the first 
quarter of this year amounted to 52:3 million ewts., 
an increase of 7 per cent. over the corresponding 
quarter of last year, but the value of the imports 
declined by 6 per cent. to £12°6 million. Retained 
imports of wheat were considerably smaller in the first 
quarter of 1934 than in either of the earlier periods 
shown above. Compared with a year earlier the 
amount consigned from Canada fell from 13-9 to 7:7 
million ewts., and imports of wheat from Australia 
also declined, while those from the Argentine in- 
creased, the latter taking the place of Australia 
as our second largest supplier. Imports from the 
Soviet Union, which were negligible a year ago, 
amounted to 2°2 million cwts. in January and Feb- 
ruary. Imports of maize, barley, and wheat meal and 
flour were all greater than a year ago, the very large 
increase in the case of maize being due to imports 
from the Argentine, which rose from 8-2 million ewts. 
in the first quarter of 1933 to 16-3 million ecwts. this 
year. Average values of the imports of the above-men- 
tioned cereals did not fluctuate widely during the 
quarter, but they were in all four cases appreciably 
below those in the corresponding period of last year. 

The total quantity of meat imported during the 
quarter was 337,000 ewts. (4 per cent.) less than in the 
first quarter of 1933, but the value of the imports in- 
creased by £1,250,000 (7 per cent.). Compared with a

year ago, there were larger imports of beef—the in- 
creased supplies coming mainly from New Zealand and 
Australia—while there was a decline in respect of 
mutton and lamb and of bacon and hams. Imports of 
mutton and lamb from Australia, New Zealand and 
the Argentine were smaller than a year ago, and there 
were reductions in consignments of bacon from each 
principal source of supply except Canada and the Irish 
Free State. Compared with the fourth quarter of 1933 
imports of beef and mutton and lamb showed an in- 
crease, while imports of bacon and hams declined. The 
average values of the imports of bacon and of mutton 
and lamb during the quarter were higher than in either 
the first or the fourth quarter of last year; in each case 
there was a decline in March, 1934, as compared with 
the previous month. The average value of the beef 
imported, which had varied between £1 16s, and 
£1 17s. 4d. per ewt. during the six months ended Feb- 
ruary, fell away in March to £1 11s. 11d. per cwt., 
which was nearly the lowest average value recorded for 
any month in recent years. The value of the imports 
of living animals for food declined by £493,000 (28 per 
cent.) in comparison with the first quarter of 1933, 
owing to a reduction in imports of cattle from the Irish 
Free State, which fell by 30,500 (21 per cent.) in 
number and £566,000 (38 per cent.) in value. 

Retained imports of butter and cheese during the 
quarter were greater than in either of the earlier periods 
shown in the table, while imports of eggs, though 
seasonally less than in the preceding quarter, were 
10 per cent. more than in the first quarter of 1933. 
The increased imports were mainly due to larger con- 
signments of butter and cheese from New Zealand and 
Australia and of eggs from Denmark. Imports of con- 
densed milk, both sweetened and unsweetened, were 
substantially less than a year ago. The average values 
of the imports of butter and cheese were fairly steady 
during the quarter, but were considerably below the 
values recorded in the preceding quarter or the first 
quarter of 1933. There was a seasonal decline during 
the quarter in the average value of the eggs imported; 
imports during March were valued at 5s. 5d. per great 
hundred, the lowest figure recorded in recent years, 
being equalled only in April, 1933. In the fresh fruit 
and vegetables group, oranges, onions and tomatoes 
were the only important items to be imported in 
smaller quantities than in the first quarter of 1933, the 
decline in the first two cases occurring in supplies from 
Spain and in the third from the Canary Islands. Im- 
ports of tea, coffee and cocoa were all considerably less 
than a year ago, though there was an increase in the 
value of the tea imported, the average value of the 
imports rising to 1s. 24d. per lb. in March, a 
figure only once exceeded since May, 1931. To 
some extent this increased average value is due to 
supplies of the low-priced tea from the Dutch East 
Indies last quarter being reduced by one-half com- 
pared with a year ago. Imports of raw sugar 
were appreciably higher than in either of the earlier 
periods shown in the table, a noticeable feature being 
the large quantity imported from Australia in the first 
quarter of this year (3°6 million ewts., or 31 per cent. 
of the total), which was greater than the total imports 
from Australia in the whole of 1933. There was a 
striking increase in imports of tinned or bottled fruit, 
principally from the United States. Retained imports 
of unmanufactured tobacco were 17 per cent. more 
than a year ago, the increase being due to larger con- 
signments from the United States, practically all other 
countries showing a substantial decrease.

FINAL REPORT ON THE FOURTH CENSUS 
OF PRODUCTION (1930) 


The second volume of the Final Report on the Fourth 
Census of Production (1930) will be placed on sale 
next week. Part I, issued in October last, dealt with 
the Textile, Leather and Clothing Trades, and Part II 
deals, in similar detail, with the Iron and Steel, the 
Engineering, Shipbuilding and Vehicle, and the Non- 
lerrous Metal groups, covering twenty-five industries 
mm, all. 


The Fourth Census was taken by the Board of Trade 
in respect of production in Great Britain, but a parallel 
survey was made by the Government of Northern Ire- 
land for the same year. The results of the Census for 
Northern Ireland are incorporated in the Report, and 
particulars are given, for each principal class of 
products manufactured by the various industries, of 
the total output in the United Kingdom, the volume of 
external trade, and the amount available for consump- 
tion both in 1930 and in 1924, the previous censal year. 


In addition to detailed information for particular 
classes of products, the Report shows for each industry 
the value of production, the number of firms and of 
their employees, etc., in the chief industrial areas of 
the country, and an analysis of the results according to 
the size of the firms engaged in the industry; the cost 
of the materials used, the numbers and classes of 
employees, and the type and capacity of the mechanical 
and electrical power equipment are also shown 


separately for each industry, and information is given 





as to the consumption of coal, coke and electricity, 
and the wages bill. A comparison is made of prices in 
1924 and 1930, so far as the data permit, and the 
change in the volume of production in each industry is 
estimated. For each of the three groups of industries 
the results are summarised in a general report.

ESTIMATES OF NATIONAL INCOME 
METHODS USED IN DIFFERENT COUNTRIES 


At the Centenary Meeting of the Royal Statistical 
Society, held at University College, London, on 
Tuesday, April 17, Sir Josiah Stamp, in an address 
upon ‘* Methods Used in Different Countries for Esti- 
mating National Income,’’ said that the growing body 
of literature in an ever-increasing number of countries 
for which estimates were being attempted, now enabled 
some general survey of methodology to be made, and 
the comparisons with others would be suggestive and 
helpful in practice in particular cases. It was useless 
to bring these actual estimates into comparison unless 
the underlying concepts or definitions of income were 
similar, and the examination of scope was of great 
importance, 

In certain countries the idea tended to be narrowed 
down to that of material output, but, since physical 
products might well become a diminishing proportion 
of total well-being, the greatest difficulties were in- 
volved if general services were omitted. He dissented 
from the Hungarian school, therefore, in their practice 
of focussing attention entirely on manufacture. Prac- 
tice had now well-nigh accepted the convenient but not 
strictly logical convention of including the annual value 
of house ownership, while excluding the annual service 
rendered by other capital assets such as furniture, 
pictures and motor cars.

The convention that only goods and_ services 
exchanged and not those produced for personal con- 
sumption should count was also now general, but as it 
led into the principle of ‘‘ mutuality,’’ which obscured 
the economic profit involved in co-operative trading, 
difficulty was likely to arise with the growth of the 
latter as a proportion of total economic activity. Suir 
Josiah strongly criticised the attempt by some Ameri- 
can statisticians to include changes in market capital 
values of business with actual income. 


CONVERGENT RESULTS FROM DIVERGENT METHODS OF 
ENQUIRY 


The two chief lines of attack on the problem were 
the method variously styled ‘‘ Income,’’ “* Individual,’’ 
‘* Personal,’’ or ‘‘ Subjective,’’ dependent upon 
statistics of taxation of income, profits, and wages, and 
the ‘‘ Census,’’ ‘* Aggregate Industry,’’ ‘“* Real,’’ 
““ Inventory,’’ ‘‘ Physical ’’ or *‘ Material ’’ method, 
dependent on actual records of material production of 
each industry, giving net output, or ‘* added value.’’ 
and Sir Josiah showed the extent to which the two 
methods had been used side by side and the closely 
convergent results usually given, where the data were 
satisfactory. 

An analysis could now be made of the chief reasons 
why the two methods might be expected to indicate 
different results, resting in slightly different measure- 
ments of those elements in profit which were conven- 
tional or artificial. Nevertheless, the identity, within 
4 per cent., of estimates from such divergent 
approaches where the original statistical material was 
adequate, proved the advance now being made in these 
enquiries. Sound basic estimates for particular years 
were necessary, if such problems as the year-to-year 
changes in welfare, change in the distribution of 
incomes, and the weight of taxation, or international 
comparisons, were to be satisfactorily tackled. 
Methods of extrapolation from settled estimates for 
particular years into later years for which full data 
were not yet ready, or not available at all, were slowly 
being elaborated. The National Bureau of Economic 
Research for the United States, and the German official 
statistical office had recently taken a great step forward 
in careful methodology. 

Sir Josiah’s examination of the methods employed 
for such countries as New Zealand, Japan, Egypt, 
Spain and Hungary showed that every class of statis- 
tical data prepared for widely different purposes could 
be pressed into service at some point in these estimates, 
including family budgets, crops yields, insurance 
benefits, and even the dietetic value of foodstuffs. 

The rise of huge charges for national debt interest 
and pensions paid out of taxation made special treat- 
ment of these factors inevitable. International com- 
parisons were affected by them, and particularly by the 
difficulties of correctly varying exchange rates and 
price levels, to enable the estimates in different coun- 
tries to be brought into line, or the real comparative 
value of the estimates of a particular country for a 
series of years of great vicissitude to be clearly seen. 

Great progress had been made in methods, but un- 
fortunately at the same time the problems had become 
progressively more complicated, and the demands of 
social theory and enquiry for precise information much 
more exacting,

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN MARCH 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 503,600 tons of pig iron were produced in 
March, as compared with 414,400 tons in February, 332,200 
tons in March, 1933, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons 
in 1913. 

The March production of pig iron included 127,100 tons 
of hematite, 253,300 tons of basic, 105,600 tons of foundry, 
and 7,000 tons of forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of March numbered 95, as 
compared with 90 at the end of February, six furnaces 
having gone into blast and one having ceased operations. 

The March production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 829,700 tons, as against 707,500 tons in Febru- 
ary, 577,700 tons in March, 1933, and a monthly average 
of 638,600 tons in 1913.

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‘“ LLOYD’S REGISTER ”’ SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR MARCH QUARTER 

The statistics issued by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register of Shipping ”’ 
regarding merchant vessels under construction at the end of 
March show that in Great Britain and Ireland there is an 
increase of 149,899 tons in the work in hand as compared 
with the low figures for the previous quarter, and also that 
the present total—481,440 tons—is 229,039 tons greater than 
the tonnage which was being built at the end of March, 1933. 

At the end of March the tonnage on which work was sus- 
pended amounted to 144,972 tons—about 139,000 tons of 
steamers and 6,000 tons of motorships. (Nortrre.—These 
figures included a 73,000-ton steamer on which work has since 
been resumed.) The amount of tonnage on the stocks shows 
a pronounced acceleration of the upward tendency which 
has been observable in the quarterly totals since the begin- 
ning of 1933. About 99,000 tons—21 per cent. of the ton- 
nage now being built in this country—are intended for regis- 
tration abroad or for sale. 

The tonnage now under construction abroad*—597 ,731—is 
about 172,000 more than the work which was in hand at the 
end of December, 1933, and is the highest quarterly total 
recorded since September, 1932. It constitutes, moreover, 
the first increase of any consequence to be noted in the 
tonnage under construction abroad since June, 1930. Ton- 
nage, included in the total in hand abroad, on which work 
has been suspended amounts only to 1,235 tons of steamers 
and 6,853 tons of motorships. The five leading countries 
abroad are:—Japan, 122,590 tons; France, 103,188 tons; 
Germany, 82,650 tons; Holland, 51,315 tons; and Denmark, 
51,140 tons. 

The total tonnage under construction in the world* 
amounts to 1,079,171 tons, of which 44-6 per cent. is being 
built in Great Britain and Ireland, and 55-4 per cent. 
abroad. The world total shows an increase of 322,000 tons 
over the figures at the end of December last, and is the 
highest recorded since June, 1932. 

In Great Britain and Ireland 203,012 tons were com- 
menced during the last three months, showing an increase 
of 128,311 tons over the corresponding total for the Decem- 
ber quarter. During the quarter ended March, 1934, 34,839 
tons were launched in Great Britain and Ireland, a decrease 
of 30,435 tons as compared with December quarter. Similar 
figures for abroad are 258,048 tons commenced, and 51,263 
tons launched, showing an increase, as compared with the 
previous quarter, of 188,088 in the tonnage commenced, and 
a decrease of 58,401 in the tonnage launched. 


Ort TANKERS AND MoTorsHIPS 


Oil tankers under construction in the world amount to 
37 vessels of 248,578 tons, of which 12 vessels of 82,526 tons 
are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, four vessels of 
32,100 tons in Sweden, three of 24,900 tons in Germany, 
three of 23,570 tons in Holland, two of 19,200 tons in Japan, 
and five of 18,212 tons in Spain. 

Of the 481,440 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of March 175,687 tons consisted of 
motorships, while at the same date the motorship tonnage 
being constructed abroad (412,902 tons) was 230,588 tons in 
excess of that of the steamers. 

The vessels being built in the world at the end of March 
include three steamers and 20 motorships of between 8,000 
and 10,000 tons each; two steamers and 12 motorships of 
between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; and four steamers (includ- 
ing two, of 73,000 tons and 68,000 tons, respectively) and 
no motorships of 20,000 tons and upwards. 

The horse-power of steam engines now being built or being 
fitted on board amounts to about 627,000; this figure in- 
cludes 51 sets of turbine engines of about 514,000 shaft h.p. 
The h.p. of the steam reciprocating engines (about 113,000) 
amounts to 8-7 per cent. of the total h.p. of marine engines 
now being built in the world. The figures for oil engines 
ageregate approximately 668,000 h.p. 

Of the merchant shipbuilding in hand throughout the 
world, the tonnage being built under the inspection of 
“ Lloyd’s Register ’’ at the end of March amounts to 807,820. 
Of this total, 464,435 tons, representing more than 96 per 
cent. of the tonnage being built there, are under construc- 
tion in Great Britain and Ireland; while of the tonnage 
being built abroad, 343,385 tons, or over 57 per cent. of the 
total, are being constructed under the inspection of 
‘ Lloyd’s Register.”’

PASSENGER TRAFFIC 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month of January, 1934, was 
95,463,427, an increase compared with January, 1933, of 
10,061,507, or 11:8 per cent. The journeys taken by 
passengers at reduced fares rose by 9,302,388, and those at 
standard or ordinary fares by 759,119. The receipts from 
passengers (excluding season ticket holders) showed an 
increase of £150,098, or 5-2 per cent. If the railway under- 
takings of the London Passenger Transport Board be 
omitted, the figures show an increase in journeys of 
7,078,302, or 12:7 per cent., and an increase in receipts of 
£107,310, or 4-3 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcels post) were £218,381 more than in January, 1933. 

For the four weeks ended January 27, 1934, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 420,959, as compared with 
the four weeks ended January 28, 1933. 


Goops TRAFFIC IN Four Weeks ENDED JANUARY 27 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 21,906,361, an increase, compared with 
the corresponding four weeks of 1933, of 2,442,887 tons, or 
12-6 per cent. The freight train receipts amounted to 
£6,747,358, an increase of £702,185, or 11-6 per cent. The 
freight train miles run were 739,926 more than in the 
corresponding period of 1933, an increase of 7-9 per cent. 
The average train load rose from 121 tons to 1294 tons, and 
the net ton-miles per engine hour from 432} to 4513.

The value of cotton piece-goods imported during 1933 
was Rs. 12,08,000, as compared with Rs. 15,30,000 in 1932, 
and, with the exception of prints (other), all classes showed 
a reduction in both quantity and value on the previous year.

WEATHER AND CROPS: WHOLESALE PRICES 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Jaleutta, reports as follows on the weather and crops in 
India for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL 


Calcutta, April 15. —Rainfall, with thunderstorms, was 
nearly general in Assam on three days, and on the North- 
West Frontier and the East Central Provinces on one day. 
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Rain has been fairly widespread in some places, but there 
have only been a few local falls elsewhere. 


Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, April 7.—There has been no rain, and paddy is 
withering in North Arcot owing to insufficient water; but 
standing crops are otherwise in fair condition. 


Bihar and Orissa, April 10.—No rain has fallen. Standing 
crops are in good condition, and the harvesting and press- 
ing of sugarcane continue. Planting is progressing in some 
districts, and Dalua paddy is being harvested in Cuttack 
and Puri. Rabi harvesting continues in many districts, 
and threshing has been begun in some. 


Punjab, April 9.—The weather has been dry except for 
light rain in some parts. Standing crops are in average to 
good condition on irrigated and under average to average on 
unirrigated areas. 


Central Provinces, April 7.—There has been clear hot 
weather, but light rain and hail has fallen in Nagpur. Red 
rust has damaged late sown crops. The harvesting of rabi 
is being completed, and threshing is progressing. 


Bengal, April 16.—Rain has been light and moderate. The 
sowing of jute and autumn paddy is progressing, but more 
rain is needed. Standing crops have benefited from the 
recent rain. 


Assam, April 16.—The weather has been reasonable and 
rainfall general. Prospects and outturn are fair.

ARGENTINA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 
(rom the British Commercial Counsellor) 
Buenos AIres 

Imports during January last, calculated in real values, 
show an increase of 4,948,000 pesos paper, or 6-4 per cent., 
over the corresponding figures for 1933, the respective 
totals being 82,748,000 and 77,800,000 pesos paper. Owing, 
however, to the general rise in the prices of imported pro- 
ducts as a result of the higher value of foreign currencies 
in the local exchange market, the expansion of the import 
trade was more apparent than real. In fact, if the import 
figures are reduced to a comparable basis by converting 
them into sterling at the average rates at which importers 
purchased such cover in January, 1933, and January, 1934, 
namely 13-30 and 16-50 pesos paper, respectively, it is found 
that imports have declined in value by 14:5 per cent. 

During January last the value of exports amounted to 
150,696,000 pesos paper as against 102,584,000 pesos paper 
during the same month of 1933, an increase of 48,112,000 
pesos paper, or 46°9 per cent., of which approximately 
13 per cent. was accounted for by the fall in the exchange 
value of export bills in terms of sterling. The improvement 
may be attributed principally to the better prices obtained 
for pastoral products, especially wool and hides; and in a 
lesser degree, for wheat, maize, linseed and other agricul- 
tural products, in whieh connection the operations of the 
Grain Regulating Board will be borne in mind. Parallel 
with this development there has been an expansion in the 
quantities exported as regards meat, hides, wool, oats, and 
especially maize. 


The trading balance for January, excluding shipments of 
gold, was in Argentina’s favour to the extent of 67,948,000 
pesos paper. This was the highest figure registered during 
the previous 13 months, and some 22 million pesos paper 
higher than the favourable balance recorded in December. 
If, however, the trading figures are submitted to the above 
exchange adjustments, the favourable trade balance is 
reduced to 60 million pesos paper. 


Sources or Imports 


A noteworthy feature of the distribution of the import 
trade among the supplying countries is the increase in the 
United Kingdom share of the total trade on the basis of 
tariff values, from 19-4 per cent. in January, 1933, to 
23-6 per cent. in January, 1934, which compares very 
favourably with the figure of 21-4 per cent. for the whole 
of 1933. Imports from the United States also increased 
during January and contributed 13-8 per cent. of the total 
trade, as against 9°8 per cent. for the same month of 1933, 
and 12-7 per cent, for the whole year. Japan, who during 
1933 increased her exports to Argentina by 50 per cent. as 
compared with the previous year, actually lost ground in 
January, 1934, her participation in the trade having 
dropped to 1-5 per cent., as against 1-9 per cent. for the 
same month of 1933.

FINLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY 


The British Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors reports 
that the total volume of foreign trade in February was 
553-8 million Finnish marks, as compared with 423-9 million 
F.mks for the same period of last year. The volume for 
the first two months of the current year exceeded by 20 per 
cent. that for 1933 and was larger than in any year since 
1930. The revival is particularly marked in the case of im- 
ports, notwithstanding abnormally small purchases from 
Germany. ‘Total imports in February were 271-7 million 
F.mks., as compared with 191-4 million F.mks. in February, 
1933, and 164-9 million F.mks. in February, 1932. In the 
first two months of the present year the total import trade 
reached 560-9 million F.mks., as against 407-5 million 
F'.mks. for the same period of 1933. This was no less than 
67 per cent. in excess of the 1932 figure when import trade 
was at its lowest ebb.

It will be observed from the above table that the more 
outstanding increases are in respect of cereals, textiles and 
means of transport. Imports both of cotton and woollen 
goods were considerably larger in January and February 
than for several years past. This is particularly encourag- 
ing in view of the fact that the United Kingdom is now 
securing the bulk of this trade. Revival in the automobile 
trade is also marked. Imported motor vehicles and chassis 
totalled 308 during the first two months of the current year, 
as compared with only 52 during the same period of 1933. 
Improved timber prices are considered to have exerted a 
good deal of influence on the trade in motor vehicles, and 
the drop in the American dollar has also been a factor of 
importance. There would undoubtedly appear to be a rising 
demand, in some agricultural districts, for passenger cars. 
and lorries, and the agricultural community seems to have 
learned, through adversity, to appreciate the advantages 
of low costs of operation and maintenance. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that United Kingdom manufacturers wiil 
make the most of this potential market for light cars. 
Further evidence of the industrial expansion is provided 
by the continued increase in the imports of spinning 
materials, machinery and metals. 


Export TRADE 


Exports during the two months under review were valued 
at 566-2 million F.mks., as compared with 527-1 million 
F.mks. last year, a much smaller increase than in the case 
of imports. The surplus of exports was thus only 5-3 million 
F.mks., as against 119-6 million F.mks. in 1933. In former 
years it was customary at this time of the year for imports 
to exceed exports, but in the period 1930-32, when sub- 
stantial increases in customs duties were enforced, the 
favourable balance of trade was appreciable. The surplus 
this year, though small in comparison with recent times, 
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must therefore be regarded as satisfactory. There would 
appear no doubt, however, that a substantial surplus of 
exports will accrue in the coming months, judging by the 
considerable orders that have been booked by the paper and 
pulp industries and by the fact that timber sales have 
already reached some 540,000 standards, as compared with 
300,000 standards at the same time last year. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


The United Kingdom still retains her place as the chief 
supplier of goods to Finland. Imports were 63-5 million 
F.mks. in February, or 23-4 per cent. of the total import 
trade, as compared with 68 million F.mks. and 23-5 per 
cent. in January. In the first two months of the year 
United Kingdom trade increased by no less than 67 per 
cent. over 1933. German trade for these two months was 
107-9 million F.mks. as against 123-9 million F.mks. in 1933, 
a decrease of 13 per cent. Germany’s share of the total 
trade has now fallen to 19-2 per cent., against 30-4 per 
cent. in the first two months of 1933. The lowest monthly 
figure for many years (49-5 million F.mks., or 18-2 per 
cent. of the total trade) was reached in February. 

Imports from the United States during January and 
February increased to 53-2 million F.mks. over 28-2 million 
F.mks. in 1933; from France to 13-8 million F.mks. over 
58 million F.mks.; from Belgium to 20-8 million F.mks. 
over 11-4 million F.mks., and from the Soviet Union to 
32-4 million F.mks. over 13-9 million F.mks.

SWEDEN 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1933 


Swedish commercial and industrial hfe underwent an 
appreciable improvement during 1933. Although special 
reasons, chief among which was the building strike, led to 
a decline in certain branches, both industrial production 
and trade showed on the whole a favourable development 
as compared with 1932. In comparison with other countries, 
the recovery in Sweden seems to have been more consider- 
able than in many other places. 

The tendency towards a declining level of interest, which 
characterised the Swedish banking and money market 
during 1932, was also observed during the past year. The 
official bank rate, which was 3} per cent. at the beginning 
of the year, was reduced by two stages to 2} per cent. 

Employment in Swedish industry experienced a consider- 
able improvement, the average figure calculated by the 
Royal Board of Social Welfare being 2-75, as against the 
1932 figure of 2-41. During the whole year employment 
rose steadily, and the October-December figure—3-08—was 
above the average. The majority of industries were affected 
during the autumn by this improvement, although in a 
few cases a seasonal decline could be observed. 


POSITION IN PRINCIPAL INDUSTRIES 


There was an appreciable improvement in the position of 
the wood-goods industry during last year, both of prices, 
which showed a considerable increase, especially during the 
spring and summer, and of exports, which advanced by over 
20 per cent. in comparison with 1932. This advance in 
exports was associated principally with the second and third 
quarters of the year, as the October-December figures com- 
pared less favourably with the unusually high “figures of 
December, 1932. 

The paper pulp market also experienced considerable 
stimulation during 1933. The level of prices was only 
slightly higher than in 1932—with the exception of 
mechanical pulp, for which a fairly good rise in price was 
reported—but exports were greater than during any pre 
ceding year. The substantial increase over 1932 was partly 
to be accounted for by the fact that production in that year 
was reduced by a lengthy labour dispute. The position at 
the beginning of 1934 is more favourable than last year; 
stocks are satisfactory and sales for delivery during this 
year have been considerable, half the estimated production 
of chemical pulp having already been sold. It should, how- 
ever, be pointed out that this favourable position has been 
attained thanks to great reductions of output in the more 
important European producing countries. A still largef 
part of the year’s production of mechanical pulp has been 
sold. 

The iron industry in Sweden experienced a perceptible 
improvement in 1933, particularly during the second half

of the year. Prices were still rather unsatisfactory, but 
improved for certain kinds of iron. The price of export 
pig iron, for instance, rose repeatedly during the autumn 
months, and for a number of semi-manufactured products 
it was possible to obtain somewhat better prices. No im- 
provement was shown, on the other hand, in the price level 
for quality steel.—Swedish Consulate-General in London. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
RECENT PROGRESS IN INDUSTRY AND TRADE 


The threat of a strike in the automobile industry over- 
shadowed other elements in the business situation during 
the greater part of March; and undoubtedly the peaceful 
settlement of this controversy, through the mediation of 
President Roosevelt, saved spring business from a severe 
setback, states the National City Bank of New York. A 
shutdown or sharp curtailment of automobile production 
would have been felt in all industry and trade, by reason of 
the employment given by the industry itself, its position as 
a chief buyer of the products of many other industries, and 
its special importance at this season of the year, when it 
comes into peak production and gives more support to 
general business than at any other time. The threat to 
spring trade was everywhere realised; and even with the 
hope of conciliation that prevailed during the discussions 
business sentiment was widely disturbed. 

With the strike threat removed the automobile industry 
may be expected to give its usual spring support to business, 
until it reaches the peak of its season, which generally 
comes in May. Its production during the first quarter has 
been the largest in four years, and probably its sales also. 
In February new passenger car registrations were 42 per 
cent. larger than a year ago, and new truck registrations 
149 per cent. greater. 


GENERAL BusINESsS CONDITIONS 


Business in general has made progress during March, with 
such indices as car loadings and electric power consumption 
showing the full seasonal rise or more. However, the gains 
in industry were more irregular and at a slower pace than 
in February. Among the basic industries the effects of the 
strike threat were felt chiefly in steel. Orders from auto- 
mobile manufacturers were a principal factor in the rise of 
steel mill operations from 30 per cent. of capacity at the 
beginning of the year to 47:7 in the week ended March 10; 
and with automobile buying falling off the rise stopped at 
that level, still some distance short of the peak the industry 
hoped to reach. From other lines, however, specifications 
have held up, and the expectation is now general that the 
operating rate will climb higher in April. 

Along with automobiles, the building industry is usually 
counted on to give the chief support to the spring rise, and 
the building figures show a _ pronounced improvement. 
During the first 22 days of March contract awards, accord- 
ing to the Dodge reports, were 69-7 per cent. greater than 
in February, on a daily average basis, and 235-9 per cent. 
above a year ago. The greatest gain was, of course, in 
publicly-financed construction, but residential contracts 
nearly doubled the 1933 figures and were 70 per cent. larger 
than in February. Considering the high costs prevailing, 
which have put the costs of residential building out of line 
with the rents that can be obtained, this showing is better 
than had been generally expected. 

Cotton mills have continued busy, working on the orders 
taken during the first six weeks of the year. Since the 
middle of February, however, new orders have fallen con- 
siderably short of shipments, and as the backlog is reduced 
some tapering off of mill operations will be in order. The 
woollen mills are entering the between-seasons period, weav- 
ing the last of spring goods and preparing for the fall open- 
ings in women’s wear. Silk goods and rayon markets have 
been dull. 

The coal industry has given more support to business 
than for some time. Reflecting widespread cold weather as 
well as the improvement in industrial consumption, the week 
to week gains in shipments have been substantially more 
than seasonal, and lately they have reached the highest 
level since 1930. 


Retain TRADE AND Price ADVANCES 


Retail sales figures show the broadest gains in many years. 
During February department store sales, in dollars, were 
16 per cent. larger than a year ago, and mail order and 
chain store sales about 15 per cent. larger. The chief 
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gains, as in other recent months, were in the country 
districts, where, according to the new index of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, merchandise sales were up 43 per cent. 
In the first two weeks of March department store sales in 
New York City showed an increase of 36-4 per cent., which 
compares with a gain of 15 per cent. in the first two weeks 
of February. 

Of course, the usual practice of comparing trade figures 
with one year ago now gives misleading results, in view of 
the trade paralysis existing during the banking crisis last 
year. Moreover, the increases given are in dollars, and 
except in rural trade the gains are fully accounted for by 
higher prices. he Fairchild index of department store 
prices on March 1 was 28 per cent. above a year ago and 
about the same over the low point on May 1, 1933. 

Superficially a comparison of department store sales with 
this index would seem to indicate a falling off in the 
physical volume of goods sold, but such a conclusion may not 
be entirely valid, for a rise in prices may cause a shift to 
cheaper qualities rather than a reduction in purchases. 
Undoubtedly this is the effect in clothing and similar lines, 
for there are numerous reports of woollen factories turning 
out cheaper grades of cloth to meet the demand from con- 
sumers whose purchasing power has not increased propor- 
tionately to the price advances. 

The location of the chief retail trade gains shows from 
what sources the increased buying power is derived. They 
are in the agricultural regions, where the farmers have 
benefited by the rise of prices since the first of the year, 
and where Government funds are being disbursed on a great 
scale. They are in the cotton textile and other centres 
making goods of everyday use, where a high rate of em- 
ployment has combined with the wage increases to keep up 
purchasing power. The heavy industries, and particularly 
those making capital goods, are still the laggards, keeping 
the industrial situation unbalanced.

ARGENTINA—NETHERLANDS 


PROVISIONAL AGREEMENT ON COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION 


H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Buenos Aires has reported 
the conclusion by an Exchange of Notes dated January 31 
of a provisional Agreement regarding Commerce and Navi- 
gation between Argentina and the Netherlands. 

The Agreement provides for reciprocal unconditional 
most-favoured-nation treatment for nationals and companies 
in matters of commerce, industry, agriculture and the pro- 
vision of exchange. Exception is made in respect of exist- 
ing or future agreements designed to facilitate frontier 
traffic. 

The Agreement also provides for reciprocal unconditional 
most-favoured-nation treatment in matters of navigation. 
Reservations are made in the case of the Netherlands in 
respect of the coasting trade of the Netherland East Indies, 
and in the case of Argentina in respect of the coasting trade 
in Argentine waters. 

The Agreement is to be ratified, but entered into force 
provisionally on the date of signature. It will remain in 
force until replaced by a definitive treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation, but if such treaty be not conchuded within a 
year, the agreement may be denounced by either party at 
three months’ notice.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of the Trengganu Customs Tariff 
as in force on January 1, 1934. The duties shown in the 
Tariff differ in the following respects from those previously 
published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ :— 

(a) A preferential rate of duty of $10-50 per proof 
gallon has been applied to ‘‘ Arrack and brandy 
and any other intoxicating liquors not herein- 
after provided for.’’* Such liquors of foreign 
origin remain dutiable at $14 per proof gallon.

ABYSSINIA 
NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF

A recent Brazilian Decree provides that for the purpose 
of calculating the payment of Brazilian Consular Fees the 
gold milreis is to be taken as equivalent to three Swiss francs 
instead of 55 United States cents as formerly. 


CHINA 


CONTROL OF IMPORTATION OF SUGAK 
CONTAINING ADULTERANTS 


The Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai reports that, in 
accordance with Customs Notification No. 1342, the follow- 
ing measures for controlling the importation of sugar con- 
taining adulterants, palatable or insoluble, will in future be 
enforced :— 


(a) The importation of sugars containing over 3 per cent. 
of insoluble ash of natural impurities, such as mud 
and dirt, which are found in low-grade sugar pro- 
duced in primitive factories, will be permitted only 
on production of satisfactory guarantee that they 
are to be disposed of to refinery factories. 


(b) Sugars containing insoluble ashes, such as sand, stone 
powder and gypsum, are not allowed to be im- 
ported, and attempts to import such sugars may 
entail confiscation and destruction of the cargo. 


(c) Sugars mixed with palatable adulterants, such as 
starch, vegetable matter, etc., may be allowed im- 
portation subject to readjustment of the polarisa- 
tion degree to the extent of the adulterant content 
of the sugar. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


RESTRICTED IMPORT OF ARTIFICIAL EDIBLE 
FATS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague has 
forwarded a translation of a Decree (No. 51 of March 12), 
effective as from April 10, restricting the production and 
use of margarine in Czechoslovakia. The total annual 
domestic output is to be reduced by 2,000 metric tons, and 
factories must blend 5 per cent. of lard with their product. 
The use of margarine in the manufacture of sausages, sweets 
and confectionery is prohibited, and the price of margarine 
may not be raised by manufacturers, without permission, 
above the price ruling on March 1, 1934. The Law also 
stipulates that in future artificial edible fats can only be 
imported into Czechoslovakia under a permit issued by the 
Ministry of Commerce.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 

CONSULAR INVOICE CERTIFICATION FEE 

The Dominican ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ for February 10 con- 
tains a Law, dated February 7, which approves a new 
scale of Consular Fees. The fee for certification of four 
copies of the consular invoice is now to be 3 per cent. of 
the declared value of the shipment, instead of approxi- 
mately 2 per cent. ad valorem.

EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS

MARKING OF IMPORTED GOODS: CORRECTION 

With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.”’ of April 5 
(page 529), respecting the forthcoming French marking re- 
quirements for certain goods, it should be noted that the 
French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of April 1 announces that the 
indication of origin for clothing, clothing accessories and 
made-up articles of rubbered tissue, rubber, guttapercha, 
balata, etc., is to be in letters 3 millimetres high, and not 
3 centimetres high, as stated previously.

With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.’’ of Decem- 
ber 28 last, page 929, regarding a Decree fixing the quantity 
of linseed for sowing to be admitted into France during the 
period September 1, 1933, to August 31, 1934, at 40,000 
quintals, it should be noted that a Decree, dated March 20, 
published recently in the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ provides for a 
supplementary quota of 10,000 quintals, of which 1,000 
quintals are reserved exclusively for agricultural associa- 
tions in France. Licences are required in order to secure 
duty-free admission in this way. 


IMPORT OF WHITE SPIRIT 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 1 
(page 337) respecting a proposal to prohibit the import of 
white spirit into France, it should be noted that a Law 
promulgated on March 22 makes the import of this com- 
modity subject to quota. White spirit obtained in con- 
trolled factories in France is to be included in the quota. 
The amount to be admitted up to the end of 1934 has 
been fixed at 9,000 metric tons. 

The Law also increases the internal tax on white spirit 
from 20 to 32 frs. per hectolitre. 


IMPORT OF PRESERVED FISH 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of Febru- 
ary 22 (page 304), regarding the quotas of preserved, 
marinated or otherwise prepared fish (ex Tariff No. 47), to 
be imported into France during the period March 1 to 
September 30, it should be noted that the French ‘‘ Journal 
Officiel ’’ of March 30 announces the division of these quotas 
among the various countries of supply. The shares allotted 
to ‘‘ other’’ countries, including the United Kingdom, are

Licence Tax.—A further Decree published in _ the 
“Journal Officiel’’ of March 30 reduces as follows the 
taxes payable when preserved fish is imported into France 
(except Saar) and Algeria under licence or quota certifi- 
cate, viz.:— 

Sardines—from 80 to 50 frs. per 100 kilogs.

TARIFF TREATMENT OF PORTUGUESE GOODS 


A recent issue of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ contains 
a series of Decrees, dated March 17 and effective on 
March 31, which make the following provisions affecting the 
treatment of Portuguese goods imported into France, viz. :— 


1. Withdrawal of exchange compensation surtax levied 
on Portuguese goods. 


2. Withdrawal of surtax on full-bodied wines (Tariff No. 
171 ter) originating in or coming from Portugal. 


3. The import (turnover) tax is reduced to 2 per cent. on 
the following goods when originating in and coming 
from Portugal: 
ex ‘Tariff No. 47.—\Sardines preserved ‘ au naturel,’’ 

marinated, or otherwise prepared. 
ex Tariff Nos. 632 and 633.—Stoppers of natural or 
manufactured cork. 


The above measures are taken in accordance with a pro- 
visional Commercial Agreement between France and Portu- 
gal which was signed on March 13, and which also contains 
provisions for the import of Portuguese wines and preserved 
fish into France, and allots to Portugal definite percentages 
of the French quotas for fresh crustacea, china clay, colo- 
phony and spirit of turpentine.

ITALY 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 
(AGREEMENT WITH THE NETHERLANDS) 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’? (Rome) of March 17 publishes 
a Royal Decree-Law of March 5, 1934, approving the text 
of a Commercial Agreement and Protocol between Italy and 
the Netherlands, signed in Rome on March 1, 1934. The 
agreement, which entered into force provisionally on 
March 20, provides for the withdrawal of the import surtax 
of 15 per cent, ad valorem on manioc flour for feeding live- 
stock (ex Tariff No. 920) and for a reduction of the surtax 
to 5 per cent. ad valorem in the case of dextrine (ex Tariff 
No. 922). 

Provision is aiso made for the importation of 300 tons 
per annum of Gouda and Edam cheese at a duty of 29-40 
lire per 100 kilogs., and reductions of duty are accorded 
on cows and young bulls, for breeding, of specified Dutch 
breeds. 


NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON CHILE SALTPETRE 
AND RICK 


The Board of Trade have received particulars of two 
Royal Decrees (Nos. 22 and 38), dated April 9 and April 11, 
1934, respectively, which impose new restrictions on the im- 
port into the Netherlands of Chile saltpetre and rice. De- 
tails of the quotas allotted under these restrictions are 
given below, the period of restriction being from April 1, 
1934, to March 31, 1935, in each case :— 


Chile saltpetre, natural or synthetic (sodium nitrate)— 
100 per cent. of the average annual quantity im-

NETHERLAND EAST INDIES 
IMPORTATION OF BOTTLED BEER 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of Janu- 
ary 18, 1934 (page 115), regarding the prohibition of the 
importation of bottled beer into the Netherland East Indies 
except under Government licence, the Commercial Agent at 
Batavia reports the publication, on March 12, 1934, of 
Ordinance No. 126, dated March 11 and effective on the 
following day, which prolongs the period of restriction for 
a further three months, i.e. until June 12, 1934, and fixes 
the maximum quota for the new period at 1,116,000 litres. 

The regulations regarding the basis for assessing the quota 
and the granting of licences appear to be unchanged. 


POLAND 
MANIPULATION FEES—TEMPORARY 
REDUCTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that, in virtue of an Order, dated March 8, and 
effective from March 20 to May 31, 1934, the manipulation 
fee, amounting normally to 10 per cent. of the Customs 
duty, has been reduced in respect of the following goods 
as indicated, provided that the goods are imported through 
Polish ports and purchased at auction-fairs in those ports :— 

Apples, fresh (Tariff No. 53)—5 per cent. of the Customs 

duty. 

Oranges, tangerines (Tariff No, 60 [3] )—5 per cent. of 

the Customs duty. 

Lemons (Tariff No. 60 [4] )—2 per cent. of the Customs 

duty. 


DRAWBACK OF CUSTOMS DUTY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that, in virtue of an Order dated: February 26, 1934, 
and effective as from March 10, 1934, the Order of Febru- 
ary 6, 1930, which provided for a refund of the Customs duty 
paid on imported pig iron used in the manufacture of special 
steel in strips, coils, profiles, sheets, castings and forged, 
stamped and swaged articles subsequently exported from 
Poland, amounting to 9 zlote per 100 kilogs. of goods ex- 
ported, has been amended as follows :— 

Alloy steel of a resistance exceeding 55 kilogs. per sq. 
millimetre, containing constituent parts specified in 
Tariff No. 931; carbon and manganese steel, contain- 
ing even less than 0-65 per cent. of carbon or less than

kilogs. of the goods exported. 

Carbon and manganese steel containing less than 0-65 per 
cent. of carbon or less than 6 per cent. of manganese, 
of a resistance exceeding 55 and up to 70 kilogs. 
per sq. millimetre—in crude and slightly rolled 
ingots, in blocks, rods, coils, profiles, sheets and strip ; 
castings and forged products, pressed and stamped of 
any kind of steel, of a resistance exceeding 55 and 
up to 70 kilogs. per sq. millimetre—6 zlote per 100 
kilogs. of the goods exported. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw

SPAIN 
IMPORT OF EGGS 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for April 5 contains a Decree, 
dated April 3, which fixes the import quota for fresh eggs 
for the whole of the year 1934 at 37,902 metric tons. The 
quota had previously been fixed at 14,271 metric tons for 
the first half of the year. 

A further Decree prohibits, provisionally, the importation 
of eggs in powder and frozen eggs (Tariff No. 1433). The 
prohibition will not apply to consignments which are proved 
to have been despatched direct to Spain before April 5. 


IMPORT QUOTAS 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for April 5 contains a Decree 
dated April 3 which adds hemp seed, poppy seed, almonds 
and other oleaginous seeds not specially mentioned in the 
Tariff (Tariff No. 999b) to the list of goods subject to the 
quota system in Spain. 

The quota will be 100 per cent. of the average importations 
effected in the corresponding period during the last three 
years. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period April 10 to 20 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes 
of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-62 per cent. 

[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques. | 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
MARKING OF GOODS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 8, 1934 (page 385), H.M. Represen- 
tative at Washington reports, by telegraph, that a United 
States Treasury Decision has been issued which recognises as 
acceptable the following markings for merchandise: 
‘United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland,”’ 
or ‘‘ United Kingdom,’’ ‘‘ Great Britain,’’ ‘‘ Northern Ire- 
land,” ‘‘ Ireland,” ‘* England,’’ ‘‘ Scotland,” ‘‘ Wales.’’ 

Goods may, therefore, be marked ‘‘ Made in England,”’ 
‘“ Made in Scotland,” etc., as hitherto.

The Journal of the Iron and Steel Institute (Vol. CXXVIIL., 
No. 11, 1933). Edited by K. Headlam-Morley. Published at 
the offices of the Institute, 28, Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1. 

The present volume contains fifteen out of the sixteen papers 
presented at the Autumn Meeting held in Sheffield on Sep- 
tember 13 and 14, 1933, together with the discussions and 
correspondence on them. The remaining paper was the “‘ Fifth 
Report on the Heterogeneity of Steel Ingots.’’ This Report 
is printed as a separate volume marked “‘ Special Report 
No. 4,’’ but the discussion on it is published in the present 
volume of the Journal. The replies by Wm. A. Haven and 
A. M. Portevin and R. Perrin to the discussion on their papers 
presented at the May meeting and published in Vol. CXXVII 
of the Journal are also included in this volume. At the end 
of Section I will be found an account of the Visits and Ex- 
cursions arranged in connection with the Sheffield meeting.

This follows the recommendation made some time ago by 
the Institute of Plumbers and endorsed by the appropriate 
B.S.I. Committee, that provision should be made in the Speci- 
fication for a two-way branch designed in such a way as to 
prevent stacking due to discharge across the main soil pipe. 

The new fitting achieves this object in the principal feature 
of its design, the angle of the inlet to the main stack being 
fixed at a constant angle of 135°, the angles of the socket 
being varied to connect up with the various falling lines of 
the branch pipes. 

It is understood that this fitting has ulready been used to 
a considerable extent in plumbing practice, and is easily 
obtainable from the trade.

Standard Steel-cored Aluminium Conductors. 

The Overhead Lines Regulations issued by the Electricity 
Commissioners prescribe that all materials used for overhead 
conductors shall be in accordance with the appropriate British 
Standard Specifications. It is consequently a matter of con- 
siderable importance that the relevant B.S. Specifications 
should be kept abreast of modern practice. Since the advent 
of the National Grid there has been a very extensive develop- 
ment in the use of aluminium and _ steel-cored aluminium 
conductors, and it is not surprising to find that a revision of 
the B.S. Specifications, for these types of conductor, has be- 
come necessary. Such a revision has just been published, and 
presents some interesting features. 

The new specification retains the standard forms of construc- 
tion but the tables of weights and resistances have been com- 
yletely recalculated on the basis of the theoretical increase in 
Saath of each individual wire due to the effect of stranding. 
In the old specification, a uniform increase in length of 2 per 
cent. for all wires except the centre wire was assumed, irre- 
spective of the position of the position of the wire in the cable 
and of the lay ratio of the different layers, but this assumption 
is too arbitrary for modern design purposes. The data on 
which the new Tables were calculated is fully set out in the 
specification, which is thus very informative and provides an 
invaluable work of reference for the designers of overhead 
lines. 

An important amendment has also been introduced regarding 
the jointing of wires in a stranded conductor.

B.S. Specification No. 98-1934. Edison-type Screw Lamp 
Caps and Lampholders. 

For many years the International Electrotechnical Commis- 
sion has been endeavouring to secure agreement with regard to 
the dimensions of the Edison-type screw- lamp caps and 
holders, and in this work the British Standards Institution 
has taken an active part. 

A large measure of international agreement has now been 
reached and these agreements are embodied in British Stan- 
dard Specification No. 98, which has just been published. 
This specification is nominally a revision of the 1919 edition 
of B.S.S. No. 98, but it is really an entirely new specification. 
The old edition dealt only with the Goliath size, whereas the 
new edition deals with the Goliath, Medium, Small and 
Miniature sizes. Furthermore, the new specification goes into 
much greater detail than the old, both as regards screw-thread 
dimensions and general constructional features. 

An important clause in the specification requires that all 
Goliath and Medium lampholders shall be so constructed that 
it is impossible to touch the lamp cap or any live metal when 
inserting or removing a lamp. This has been a Home Office 
requirement for some years, but up to the present there has 
been no standard test to ensure compliance with the require- 
ment. Such a test is given in the new B.S. Specification. 
The question of gauging is also fully dealt with.

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant's 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries should 
clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tions required.
